The con- 
demued, supported by Sheriff Watson 
and a deputy an I escorted by 20 light 
horsemen, was marched down the line 
of spectator*. 

lie bade them good-by. Goings then 
knelt on the quilt, blindfolded. The 
sheriff bared his bosom, painted a spot 
over his heart, stepped back four paces, 

and fired, the bullet entering the 
breast, just missing the spot. Goings 
fell backward and moaned piteously 
for an hour before expiring. Water 
was poured dowu his throat a num- 
ber of times to hasten death by stran- 
gulation.
